BOOKSELLING HERE AND ABROAD. 

Professor Hugo Munsterberg again has 
unburdened his mind as to what he is pleased 
to speak of as the inefficiency and ignorance 
of the American bookseller. At the Authors’ 
Club in Boston, a week ago, the professor, 
taking as a text his article recently pub¬ 
lished in the Atlantic Monthly, told how, 
when he was living in Germany the book¬ 
seller used to send him each week a certain 
number of selected books from which he 
retained such as he wanted, and, continuing, 
declared that here, in this country, any such 
discretion on the part of a salesman [<ric] is 
not to be found. 

The trouble in dealing with such critics of 
the booktrade as Professor Munsterberg is 
that there is no basis for argument, because 
they are comparing conditions that are not to 
be compared. For example: the German 
scholar and professional man has been trained 
for centuries to observe les dehors as to cer¬ 
tain usages which, in a newer, more demo¬ 
cratic country suck as the United States, are 
regarded as absurdities or superstitions. So 
the German scholar and professional man, 
during his leisure moments, when he feels the 
need of being obsessed by the atmosphere 
of the latest literature on the subject which 
interests him most, visits his friend the book¬ 
seller, and takes deep deliberate draughts at 
the very fountain head of bibliopolic informa¬ 
tion. If time presses, the learned man re- 
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mains at home or in his laboratory, immersed 
in his studies and researches, secure in the as¬ 
surance that his interests are being carefully 
safeguarded by his friend the bookseller, who 
will cheerfully and promptly send him so 
often as there may be new material a budget 
of everything that may concern or interest' 
him. That is the old-world way, or, rather, 
the good old German way, which, however, 
we regret to note, is falling, year by year, 
more and more into disuse. Indeed, of the 
8153 booksellers recorded in the current offi¬ 
cial “Addressbuch des deutschen Buch- 
handels” only 358 firms are reported to accept 
new books unsolicited; and, presumably, these 
form the bulk of those booksellers who sub¬ 
mit books for inspection. The reason for this 
falling off is twofold. The German publisher 
is more and more desirous, like his American 
colleague, to do business on a cash basis or on 
credit for a certain stated period. The book¬ 
seller, on the other hand, finds the present 
generation of bookbuyers less careful of the 
books sent him on approval as well as less 
punctilious in paying for what he obtains in 
this way. Apropos of this, we remember the 
case of a New York importer, now entered 
into rest, who had an experience of this kind 
with a member of the faculty of an important 
educational institution near Boston, which 
shall remain unnamed, who also has passed 
beyond the reach of the arm of justice. To 
the educator’s credit, however, it may be said 
that he offered to return the books, amounting 
to upwards of a thousand dollars, to the book¬ 
seller’s estate, fifteen years ‘after the last 
volume had been sent to the professor for his 
approval. These are some of the drawbacks 
to the system of which Professor Munster¬ 
berg so much approves. 

In this country bookbuying habits are radi¬ 
cally different. The scholar and professional 
man has little regard for convention, and 
would just as soon buy his books at a grocer’s 
as in a bookstore if by doing so he could save 
a penny. We have known, personally, doc¬ 
tors, lawyers and teachers by the dozens who 
gave up hours of time that might have been 
put to more profitable use, to pore over stray 
catalogues sent to them by mail-order houses 
fifteen hundred miles distant to discover 
something that the bookseller within half a 
mile of his home or office would have been 
only too willing to unload on him for the 
same price or lower, delivered free of cost, or 
sent “on approval” if so requested. That is 
the new-world way—not an admirable way 
by any means. 
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The foreigner, particularly the German, has 
been brought up for centuries to reverence 
certain traditions, among which are to buy a 
book in a bookstore, to go to a shoemaker s 
for a pair of shoes, etc. And he would just 
as soon think of deposing the German em¬ 
peror or his petty archduke or duodecimo 
princelet as to disarrange a commercial usage, 
though, as we have pointed out above, the 
newer generation is gradually growing away 
from the inherited traditions. 

The American, on the other hand, has little 
reverence for traditions and none at all for 
those conventions that imply a restraint upon 
his action or choice. What’s the difference 
where Young America buys his books so 
long as he gets them? Jealous of his time- 
forever harping on the motto “Time is 
money”—the American bookbuyer every 
working day of the year nevertheless loses 
time enough in the chase after a bargain 
whether it be in running down certain books 
in the catalogues cf the so-called mail-order 
houses, or being badgered by incompetent 
department store help and cumbersome meth¬ 
ods in making change—which if turned into 
cash would enable the American bookbuyer 
to fill his shelves with the fine editions of 
good books which may be had at reasonable 
prices in any bookstore, instead of loading 
them up with the cheap pulpy monstrosities 
that he gets through the caterers to the bar¬ 
gain mania at anything but low prices. 

To get these deluded book-buyers into the 
bookstore will be the task of the bookseller of 
the future. Until now they have been going 
their own way, shunning the bookstore be¬ 
cause it has been painted by the sensational 
newspaper writer and the half-informed carp¬ 
ing professional critic as the twin brother of 
a “trust” and the seat of ignorance. As Pro¬ 
fessor Miinsterberg himself said at the Au 
thors Club, he “didn’t believe that another 
business was conducted on such lines of ig 
norance as bookselling.” This remark it 
seems to us is based on about as much pro 
found study of the situation as the professor’s 
other assertion that the number of bookstores 
in the United States had diminished within 
a quarter of a century from 3000 to about 800! 
Nevertheless it is generally agreed by those 
who have carefully canvassed the field, that 
there are at present between 2500 and 3000 
booksellers and between 15,000 and 20,000 
concerns that sell books besides other mer¬ 
chandise. Every publisher’s private list of 
booksellers would confirm these figures, if 
such matters were subject for publication. 


Were it otherwise the book business of this 
country might be considered non-existent. In 
the language of Mr. Dooley, the professor 
“has another guess coming. ’ 


It is little to be wondered at that the trade 
is lambasted with impunity by outsiders, be¬ 
cause so few of the trade ever think it worth, 
while to correct their critics. At the Authors 
Club gathering at which Professor Miinster- 
berg made his attack on the booktrade two- 
of the most important representatives of the 
retail booktrade in Boston, who were also pres¬ 
ent, instead of defending their guild against 
the imputation that owing to their ignorance 
and lack of enterprise “the poor author has the 
misfortune of seeing his productions sink into 
oblivion,” “laid down,” and, as the Boston cor¬ 
respondent of the New York Evening Post 
has it, one of them “became severe upon the 
publisher whom he blamed for the forlorn 
state of his business,” and the other “fol¬ 
lowed in somewhat the same vein.” As 
though that had any bearing on the subject! 
We have followed the course of the booktrade 
for a number of decades and know its weak¬ 
ness and strength as perhaps few know them. 
But, in making allowances for all the weak 
booksellers in business in this country to-day,, 
we calmly affirm that the statement that the 
poor author has the misfortune of seeing his 
productions sink into oblivion” because of the 
ignorance and lack of enterprise of the book¬ 
seller is a libel upon an honorable, industrious 
and absurdly underpaid profession. Time has 
proved again and again that if an author’s 
work deserves to rise it will rise despite all 
powers to down it; and if it is destined to 
“sink into oblivion” that will be its fate though 
every agency exert every nerve to keep it 

in the light. -

THE OUTING PUBLISHING COMPANY 
IN RECEIVERS’ HANDS. 

In the United States District Court at 
Syracuse, N. Y„ on April 12, Archibald How- 
ard of Binghamton, N. Y., Walter S. Sulli¬ 
van of New York City, and William H. Clark 
of Cortland, N. Y., were appointed by Judge 
Ray receivers for the Outing Publishing 
Company, publishers of books and of the 
following magazines: Outing, The Bohemian , 
The Gray Goose and Brains. The receivers 
are bonded for $25,000. They are authorized 
to borrow the sum of $2,500 and to continue 
the business for one month, at the expiration 
of which an extension of time may be granted. 
The company has an editorial office in New 

York City. . . , 

The embarrassment of the Outing Publish¬ 
ing Company is due to the suspension of the 


Binghamton Trust Company and the failure 
of the private banks of Knapp Brothers at 
Deposit and Callicoon, N. Y. The Knapp 
banks had originally taken the Outing Pub' 
lishing Company's paper and the Binghamton 
Trust Company had taken a large share from 
them. 

When the Outing Publishing Company and 
the Bohemian Magazine moved their offices 
from New York to Deposit the Knapps be¬ 
came actively interested in the venture finan¬ 
cially, and both banks carried a large amount 
of the firm’s paper, said to amount to $75°,- 
000. The Knapp Brothers are reported ta 
have also held $234,000 first mortgage bonds 
of the publishing company and debenture 
bonds amounting to $40,000. 

Allan C. Hoftman, director of the Outing 
Publishing Company, who looks after the 
affairs of that concern in New York City,. 

April 10 is reported to have said to 
« representative of the New York Tribune 
that the failure of the private banks of Knapp 
Brothers in Callicoon and Deposit would, 
of course, have a serious financial effect on 
the company, but that plans were being made 
to obtain other financial backing. He said 
it was the present intention to continue the 
business. To continue the Tribune interview: 

“I would like to have it stated,” said' Mr. 
Hoffman, “that Outing has never been in a 
better condition from a circulation and adver- 
tising point of view than it is to-day. But 
the publishing company tried to do too much. 

“Some five years ago James Knapp Reeve 
started in the publishing business in Deposit 
with The Bohemian and The Gray Goose, 
fiction monthlies. Later he bought Brains, 
an advertising publication, and renamed it 
The Retail Advertiser and Brains. His com¬ 
pany started to publish Outing , and four 
years ago Mr. Reeve decided to get control 
of the magazine, the main offices oi which 
were moved to Deposit from New York City. 
He organized the Outing Publishing Com¬ 
pany, and C. P. Knapp, of the banking firm 
of Knapp Brothers, became its president, and 
Mr. Reeve became secretary and general 
manager. 

“This company took over the three Reeve 
magazines and branched out extensively in 
the publishing business. A large printing 
plant was acquired, and considerable book 
work and iob printing undertaken. The ex¬ 
penses of the plant have been heavy and the 
company has had labor troubles. 

“There is to be a meeting of the directors 
of the company within a short time, when 
ways and means for continuing the business 
will be discussed. 

“In addition to Mr. Knapp, Mr. Reeve and 
Mr. Hoffman, the directors are J. Henry 
Harper and Casper Whitney, who for many 
years edited Outing. Last year Mr. Whit¬ 
ney resigned as editor and has been connected 
in an editorial capacity with Collie^s Weekly. 

“Mr. Hoffman said that the financial affairs 
of the Outing Publishing Company had noth' 
ing to do with Mr. Whitney’s retiring as 
editor, and that he still retains his interest 
in the company.”

BOOKBINDING FOR LIBRARIES. 

At the meeting of the New York Library 
Club last month the relations between libra¬ 
rian and bookbinders was discussed. Miss 
Rose Murray, supervisor of binding in the 
New York Public Library, as reported by 
the Library Journal, drew two striking pic¬ 
tures, contrasting the method of the- binder 
of the past in his dealing with the librarian 
and that of the present day binder who is 
studying the problems of binding books 
specially for the public library. Each book, 
says the modern binder, must be treated as 
an individual and' given special treatment, 
according to its quality of paper, its illus¬ 
trations, its size, its importance, its condi¬ 
tion, etc. The binder of to-day will use his 
best materials and his best workmen on the 
public library books ,and all this for the sake 
of his trade, for there are but small profits. 
But although the librarian realizes many im¬ 
provements in the methods of the binder of 
to-day over the one of the past, she realizes 
also that he is, as he says, still experimenting. 
There is great need, says Miss Murray, for 
a better machine-.mad'e book. The cost of 
sufficient extra care in machine binding is 
not as great as the cost of rebinding by 
hand. The experiment in this direction so 
far has been satisfactory, some special bind¬ 
ings in publishers' cases having stood as 
many as fifty issues. The saving to the 
library in such bindings as these would be 
a profit to the publishers, as the money that 
now goes for rebindings would go for more 
copies or other books. 

Robert Rutter, the veteran bookbinder, 
spoke in defense of the’binder on the question 
of machine-made books. He said, in part, 
’the problem of making books engages the 
utmost ability and the utmost skill of the 
publisher, the printer and the binder. At 
this stage the author controls the situation. 
While thirty or forty years ago the author 
was content to receive a ten per cent, royalty, 
and bargaining between author and publisher 
was never heard of, to-day he can, if so 
disposed, demand a price for his manuscript. 
The publisher also has to contend with the 
problem of a price on his books low enough 
to make a market for them. The binder, 
therefore, has to resort to machinery to 
reduce the cost of binding. There is great 
opportunity for improvement, but the libra¬ 
rians must bring the pressure on the pub¬ 
lishers and not on the binders. A difference 
in a bid of one-tenth of a cent on an order 
of fifty or one hundred thousand books will 
often obtain the order. Another cause of 
poor binding is the necessity for speedy de¬ 
livery. Yesterday afternoon 400 copies of 
a book in sheets were received' at our bindery 
and the books are now on the booksellers 
shelves. The prices of binders’ materials are 
•all fixed; purchase in either large or small 
quantities does not affect them and competi¬ 
tion is very close. 

Cedric Chivers answered Miss Murray’s 
charge somewhat as follows: Dissatisfac¬ 
tion has been expressed with both classes 
•of binders, the old and the new. I cannot 
•claim, of course, to be anything but a mod'ern 


binder. Binders have also been criticised 
for so-called “experimenting,” but this is 
necessitated by the quality of paper used in 
modern books, which is very soft and spongy. 
During the last twenty years the paper 
problem has varied from month to month. 
I have in my collection books printed within 
the last forty years which have been issued 
as many as 300 to 400 times. The only 
objection to this paper is that it is so good 
that every page of the book after this usage 
is intact. If there were only two kind's of 
paper, the good and the bad, it would be 
easy enough; we would bind the good in one 
way and the bad we would not bind at all. 
It is impossible, before you have handled and 
subjected it to the test to know just how 
the paper is going to wear when the book 
is bound. Under these circumstances, and 
as we desire to bind books in the best 
possible way, we have had to rely on the 
friendly co-operation of the librarian. I 
have been working four years in this country, 
and I must confess that this desired co- 
operation has not been forthcoming. The 
librarians have been far too busy and have 
not considered the subject of binding to be 
of as great importance to them economically 
as it is. . But what we need to know is, 
when binding is not satisfactory, exactly how 
and why it is not; and when it is, what has 
made it so. If we can have comparisons of 
use and results, we can improve in methods. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE ENGLISH 
PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The annual meeting of the English Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association, held at Stationers’ Hall 
on April 1, was well attended'. Besides the 
usual routine the most important business 
was the reading of the Report of the Council, 
which reported among other things that the 
settlement of the difference with The Times 
Book Club was effected chiefly by the aid 
of the Hon. Treasurer William Heinemann 
and F. Macmillan, who acted as representa¬ 
tives of the association. The arrangement 
arrived at was approved at a special meeting 
of the ccuncil in September and submitted 
to a general meeting held at the end' of that 
month, at which it was favorably received. 
It has continued to work satisfactorily, and 
the council is glad to note that The Times 
Book Club is being conducted with a due 
regard to the general interests of the trade. 

There was a good deal of correspondence 
with the Associated' Booksellers in reference 
to two matters in particular. The first was 
with regard to the arrangement made with 
the Circulating Libraries by which they are 
held to be justified in selling off secondhand 
copies of subject books after three months 
from the date of publication; the second was 
with regard to the free delivery of net books. 
In respect to the latter, the council informed 
the bookseller that, while they discounten¬ 
anced free carriage, they were unable to re¬ 
gard' the point as covered by the net-book 
agreement, and in both matters they believe 
that the booksellers have now accepted the 
views of the council. Several cases of the 
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infringement of the net-book agreement have 
been brought to the notice of the council, and 
have been dealt with satisfactorily. 

The council also called attention to the fact 
that among the proposals emanating from the 
Milan meeting of 1906 is one for a general 
technical dictionary for the publishing and 
allied trades. The French Cercle de la Li- 
brairie has already nearly completed such a 
did ionary for the French language, and the 
Council of the German-Borsenverein has 
undertaken to print a dictionary based on this 
work, with German, English, French and 
Italian equivalents, if the materials are sup¬ 
plied. This will no doubt be found useful in 
an increasing degree with the development of 
•international relations. A classified Interna¬ 
tional Dictionary of Publishers and Book¬ 
sellers is another project which has been 
approved by the central bureau. 

The election of officers resulted' in the 
•choice of William Heinemann as president, 
Edward Bell as vice-president and Arthur 
Waugh as treasurer. 


ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE 
CHURCH LIBRARY. 

Dodd, Mead & Company announce that the 
second and concluding part of the catalogue 
•of the library of the late E. Dwight Church 
is nearly ready for publication. This part is 
'devoted to a description of works in English 
literature and miscellanea. It has been pre¬ 
pared by George Watson Cole, with the same 
•care as the catalogue of Mr. Church’s Amer¬ 
icana published last season, and will contain 
•descriptions of about 750 different works. 

Among the examples of early English 
printing will be found copies of Cicero’s 
treatises on “Old Age,” on “Friendship,” 
.and the “Declamation of Noblesse,” (1481,) 
printed by Caxton, England’s first printer; 
Parker’s “Dives and Pauper,” (1493,) printed 
’by Richard Pynson; Caxton’s “Chronycle of 
Englonde,” (1515,) printed by Julian Notary; 
‘Stanbridge’s “Vocabula Magistri,” (1520,) 
-printed by Wynkyn de Worde; and “The 
"Receuile of the Histories of Troie,” (1553,) 
printed by William Copland. 

The crowning glory of the library consists 
in its numerous copies of the early editions 
of Shakespeare’s poems and plays, in both 
«quarto and folio. It is considered to be the 
■finest in this country, and is surpassed by 
only four others in the world, only one of 
which, that of the Duke of Devonshire, is in 
-private hands. Of Shakespeare and books 
relating to him printed before 1623 this col¬ 
lection contains fifty-four different editions. 
The collection of Shakespeare folios embraces 
•a greater number of variations in title-pages 
than has ever before been brought together 
in a single collection. The Shakespeare col¬ 
lection as a whole contains no fewer than 
'eighty-five editions printed between the years 
1594 and 1689. 

Of special interest, also, is the very fine 
collection of the writings of Edmund Spenser, 
-among which are the first, second, third and 
fifth editions of “The Shepheardes Calen¬ 
der,” (1579-1597 ;) the first and second edi¬ 


tions of “The Faerie Queene,” (1590-1596,) 
and the first edition of the second part, 
(159b.) These are supplemented by his 
“Complaints,” (1591;) “Daphna’ida,” (1591,;) 
“Amoretti” and “Epithalamion,” (1595;) 
“Fowre Hymnes,” (1596;) “Prothalamion,” 
(1596,) and “Brittain’s Ida,” (1628)—all of 
which are first editions. 

The collection of the writings of Milton in¬ 
cludes “Comus,” (1637,)) and “Lycidas,” 
(1638,) as well as three copies of “Paradise 
Lost,” each containing a different title-page. 
The series of Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress” 
is without doubt the finest of its size to be 
found in any private collection, including as 
it does copies of the first, third, fourth, fifth, 
sixth, and ninth editions of the First Part, 
the first and third editions of the Second 
Part, and two spurious editions of the Second 
Part, all published between the years 1678 
and 1690. There is also a copy of the first 
translation of the work into French, pub¬ 
lished at Amsterdam in 1685. 

Among other writers of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries represented are Gawin 
Douglas, John Hey wood. Sir Philip Sidney, 
Lord Bacon, Robert Allot and Robert Her¬ 
rick. A few only of the first editions of the 
most notable books of the eighteenth century 
are included, among them being “Gulliver’s 
Travels,” one of four known copies on large 
paper, (1726,) “Robinson Crusoe,” (1719- 
1720,) and a few works by Fielding and 
Goldsmith. 

The nineteenth century authors which at¬ 
tracted Mr. Church are represented by sev¬ 
eral long series, always including the very 
rarest of each. The collection of first edi¬ 
tions of Charles Lamb, (thirty-one num¬ 
bers,) includes both the Birmingham and 
London editions of “A Tale .of Rosamund 
Gray,” (1798,) “The King and 'Queen of 
Hearts,” (1805,) and “Poetry for Giildren,” 
(1809.) The Thackeray collection, (about 
fifty numbers,) includes “Flore et Zephyr,” 
(1836,) “King Glumpus,” (1837,) and “The 
Exquisites,” (1839.) The set of the first edi¬ 
tions of the Waverley novels is complete. 

Among other important sections are a col¬ 
lection of illuminated manuscript “Books of 
Hours,” executed from the thirteenth to the 
sixteenth centuries, with a few early printed 
ones, (1497-1512;) books illustrated by 
Thomas Bewick, George Cruikshank and 
Thomas Rowlandson; and books on Angling, 
eighty-seven numbers, of which thirty are 
editions of Walton’s “Compleat Angler,” in¬ 
cluding a fine copy of the editio princeps in 
its original binding. 

This catalogue will contain carefully pre¬ 
pared collations, followed by important bib¬ 
liographical notes, showing the differences 
which exist in various copies, issues and edi¬ 
tions. References will also be given to the 
most important bibliographies and other 
sources of information. To still further aid 
in the indentification of the rarest works, over 
three hundred photographic facsimile repro¬ 
ductions of title-pages, colophons and other 
interesting features will be given. 

Thanks to the interest shown in this work 
I by public librarians and private collectors, the 













location of copies in many other libraries will 
be given, especially of the early editions of 
Shakespeare, of which some 1500 or more 
copies have been traced. 

The catalogue will be printed upon Dutch 
hand-made (Van Gelder) paper, in the same 
style and will be bound in the same manner 
as the “Catalogue of Americana” published 
last year, and will be issued in two volumes 
of about 550 pages each. The first volume is 
in press and it is expected that the second 
will be ready for press at once. 

The edition will consist of not more than 
150 copies, a part of only of which will be 
for sale. 

The Americana section, complete in five 
volumes, is now on sale and ready for im¬ 
mediate delivery. 


DUTIES OF STATE HISTORIAN OF 
NEW YORK. 

Victor Hugo Paltsits was appointed July 
15, 1 9°7 as State Historian of New York. 
Fie had been at the Lenox Library since 1900 
and had been Assistant Librarian there since 
1903. No man better fitted could have been 
called to the position arid Mr. Paltsits, after 
a little more than a year, has formulated the 
needs of the work and proposed a plan by 
which they can be met and the work carried 
on at least as well as such work is accom¬ 
plished in other smaller and less wealthy 
states of the Union. 

On October 13, 1908, Mr. Paltsits read a 
paper before the New Y'ork State Historical 
Association meeting held at Albany, entitled 
“The Function of the State Historian of 
New York,” and of this he has now printed 
copies for private distribution. 

Mr. Paltsits explains that the office of 
State Flistorian of New York is a distinct 
state department whose executive officer is 
nominated and appointed by the Governor 
“by and with the advice and counsel of the 
Senate” for a term of four years. The de¬ 
partment was created in 1895. The function 
of State Historian is to collect, collate, com¬ 
pile, edit and prepare for publication all 
official records, memoranda and data relative 
to the colonial war, war of the Revolution, 
tion, war of 1812, Mexican war, and war of 
the Rebellion, together with all official 
records, memoranda and statistics affecting 
the relations between this commonwealth and 
foreign powers, between this state and other 
states, and between this state and the United 
States.” Mr. Paltsits specially dwells upon 
the fact that only “official records” are con¬ 
sidered and points out how little this is 
understood by the descendants of warriors 
and statesmen who offer bodies of manuscript 
that can in no way be classed as “official 
1 coords.” 

The immense work done by the State His¬ 
torian is accomplished with the assistance of 
a chief clerk, an expert copyist and a page. 
Ihe appropriation for all expenses, including 
salaries is $8,334. The requirements for State 
Historian are good eyes, good health, capacity 
for arduous toil by day and night, intense 
interest in his work, and executive ability. 


Mr. Paltsits dwells on what is done in? 
Europe and in some states to preserve 
“records,” and he recommends active state 
supervision of all archives where records- 
are kept, specially telling of the disappear¬ 
ance of important manuscripts in New York 
City at the time of the razing of the old: 
Hall of Records in New York City and the 
transference of “records” to the new building. 
The administration of the work of watching 
“records” should be put in competent hands, 
provided with sufficient legal authority and 
work. As ever Mr. Paltsits offers to do 
the necessary labor for carrying out the 
needed work in addition to his own until 
it is otherwise provided for. He thinks it a 
duty the states owes to itself now and to 
other generations still unborn. He ends: 
“The main thing is, get the 11fork going /" 

NEW PAPER-MAKING PLANTS. 

NEWFOUNDLAND PAPER MILL. 

An area of one thousand square miles on 
the south coast of Newfoundland has been 
purchased by a New York concern, of which 
W. R. Hearst is said to be the leading spirit, 
as a result of negotiations with the new Mor¬ 
ris ministry, and it is announced that it will 
be made a centre of papermaking operations. 
It is understood that the plans provide for 
the erection, at a cost of about $10,000,000, of 
a plant with a capacity of 450 tons of paper 
daily. 

COTTON-STALK PAPER MILL. 

The Southern Cotton-Stalk Pulp and 
Paper Company of Atlanta has purchased an- 
entire block at Cordele, Ga., for the erection* 
of a mill to make a commercial paper from 
cotton-stalks. The property is located near 
a large supply of water and is on the main 
line of the Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic 
Railroad. 

The mill to be built at Cordele is the first 
of the kind' to be put up in the South and 
will be the first mill ever built in this country 
to manufacture paper exclusively from cotton- 
stalks. It will be of sufficient capacity to- 
consume the cotton-stalks product for a terri¬ 
tory of twenty miles around Cordele, and 
will cost $150,600. 

Harvey Jordan, president of the Southern 
Cotton Association, is interested in the com¬ 
pany He says that paper can be made from 
cotton-stalks in commercial quantities, and 
at a profit, as shown by tests made by the 
Federal Department of Agriculture. 


A GENTLEMAN’S COLLECTION. 

On March 2 the London Times published 
a list of valuable books which were missing 
from the Library of Lincoln’s Inn. The loss 
was discovered by the officials some months, 
before and Scotland Yard had been informed. 
A list, undated, w^as issued to the various 
booksellers and others by the detective de¬ 
partment, briefly entitled “Missing from a 
Law Library and supposed stolen during the 
past few months, the following books,” and 
then comes a fairly full list of the missing 
volumes. 
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By a very extraordinary coincidence a sale 
'of books and manuscripts at Sotheby’s on 
March 27 was to have included an exactly 
identical lot of books—“identical,” as the 
London Times points out, “not merely in num¬ 
ber, (with one exception only,) but in titles. 
These books were described as the property 
of “a gentleman.” But when the time came for 
the books to be submitted to the hammer it 
was simply announced that they had been 
withdrawn from the sale; no comment was 
made, and apparently few if any of the book¬ 
sellers present associated the withdrawn 
books with those which were missing from 
Lincoln’s Inn Library.” 


COMMUNICATIONS. 

SUGGESTIONS FOR HELPING TO PLACE THE 
RETAILING OF BOOKS ON A PAYING 
BASIS. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: As a suggestion to help place 
the retail sale of books on a sane merchan¬ 
dise basis. I advise: 

First : The publishing of all books at a 
fixed price, the price to be made by the in- 
di\idual publisher, postage additional. 

Second: A discount of not less than one- 
third off list price, to be allowed the dealer. 

Third: Publishers to discontinue supplying 
individuals not in the book business. All 
orders for books by mail to be referred to 
the local booksellers. 

Fourth: New publications to be sent to 
dealers, not to exceed one copy, on order 
from dealer, on consignment for sixty days. 

Fifth: Publishers to announce in their ad^ 
vertising in newspapers and magazines and 
all other kind's of advertising, for sale at all 
bookstores. 

Sixth: Publishers* to discontinue selling to 
public libraries direct. All orders so re¬ 
ceived to be referred to the local bookstores, 
who will be allowed to give a public library 
a discount of 20 per cent, from fixed list 
price. 

Seventh: A committee of the booksellers, 
to be agreed upon at their annual meeting, 
to interview the more important publishers, 
to decide seme such points as given above.

(2) We invariably allow the retail book¬ 
seller to take orders on exactly the same 
terms that we do—that is, without requiring 
him to leave any order with 11s or the carry¬ 
ing of any stock or advancing any money. 
We allow him on all orders that he may book 
a commission of 10 per cent.; and we are 
ready to send to any bookseller who may 
desire them descriptive circulars of the work 
to be published, together with the terms of 
the advance offer, and the bookseller is in¬ 
vited to send these circulars to his customers, 
inviting the booking of orders through his 
house. If he does this he will profit by it. 
If he does not do it, the fault is his. We 
place him on exactly the same basis as we 
occupy, and he has the advantage of being on 
the ground and of having the customers 
know him personally. 

It is not true that the “advance” price kills 
the sales at full price. We have sold hun¬ 
dreds of copies of the “Bible Dictionary” 
spoken of by your correspondent since its 
publication, at the full price of $6; we sell 
none at retail at a less price, and we allow the 
bookseller one-third on all orders for one to 
twenty-five copies, and »ver twenty-five, 40 
per cent. Take another example: We re¬ 
ceived over 30,000 orders foh the “Standard 
Dictionary” at the introductory price. Since 
then at the regular subscription price, (which 
was many times the advance price,) we have 
sold several hundred thousands of copies, be¬ 
sides the immense number of the trade edition 
through booksellers. 

It seems to us that the plan we follow is 
absolutely fair all around. It pays the cus¬ 
tomer to order in advance, and in that way 
cheapen the cost to himself; it pays the book¬ 
seller to secure these advance orders because 
he has an absolutely clear 10 per cent, on all 
such business, and no risk whatever.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Francis Marion Crawford, among the first 
novelists of the day, died on April 9 at his 
home in Sorrento, Italy. Though ill for some 
time and once very near death, Mr. Craw¬ 
ford seemed fairly on the way to recovery 
when the end came suddenly. Mr. Craw¬ 
ford was born August 2, 1854, i n Lucca, Italy, 
where his father, Thomas Crawford, the 
sculptor, spent a great part of his time. The 
father is best known in this country for his 
statue of Washington in Richmond, Va., and 
for his “Liberty” on top of the Capitol in 
Washington. His mother was Miss Louise 
Cutler Ward, sister of Julia Ward Howe and 
of Sam Ward. The Wards trace their de¬ 
scent to General Francis Marion, the Revolu¬ 
tionary soldier. Crawford the elder died a 
few months after the birth of his son Francis 
Marion, who when twelve years old was sent 
to St. Paul’s, at Concord, N. H., where he 
remained three years. He had already begun 
to specialize in mathematics and the lan¬ 


guages. At the age of fifteen he returned to 
Italy, which in the end he made his home. 
He studied at Trinity College, Cambridge,. 
Karlsruhe in Baden. Heidelberg, and at Sap- 
ienza, where he took a diploma for Sanskrit 
and one for music. Strong in his desire for a 
complete mastery of Sanskrit, he went to- 
Bombay at the age of twenty-five. While in 
India he edited the Indian Herald at Allaha¬ 
bad. In 1880 he returned to Italy,, and in 
1881 he came to this country to look after 
some business affairs and to continue his- 
Sanskrit studies at Harvard. At a dinner 
table in New York he told a story about how 
a man named Jacobs, acting for an English' 
syndicate, sold what was acknowledged to be 
the biggest diamond in the world at that time 
to the Nizam of Hydrabad for $240,000, and 
how the British Government protested on the 
ground that a petty ruler shouldn’t squander 
so much money in such fashion. He handled 
skilfully the complications that arose, and 
Sam Ward, his uncle, said the story was a 
good one, and advised him to write it for 
selling purposes. Between May 5 and June 
15, 1881, he wrote “Mr. Isaacs,” his first 
novel, which was successful from the start. 
This success determined his career. Return¬ 
ing to Italy in 1883, he rebuilt his home at 
Sorrento, on the Bay of Naples, where he 
lived and worked most of the time, turning 
out books with remarkable rapidity. Soon 
after his return to Italy he met and married! 
Miss Elizabeth Berdan, daughter of Major- 
General Hiram Berdan, the American sharp¬ 
shooter. Mr. Crawford brought out “Mr. 
Isaacs” in 1882; in 1883, “Doctor Claudius;” - 
in 1884, “A Roman Singer,” “To Leeward,” 
and “American Politicianin 1885, “Zor¬ 
oaster;’ in 1886, “A Tale of a Lonely Parish ;” 
1887, "Marzio’s Crucifix,” “Paul Patoff,” and! 
“Saracinesca1888, “With the Immortals;” 
1889, “Greifenstein” and “San Ilario;” 1890,. 
“A Cigarettemaker’s Romance;” 1891,. 
“Khaled” and “The Witch of Prague;” 1892, 
“The Three Fates,” “The Children of the 
King,” and “Don Orsino;” 1893, “Marion 
Darche,” “Pietro Ghisleri,” and “The Novel 
—What It Is;” 1894, “Katherine Lauderdale,” 
“Love in Idleness,” and “The Ralstons;” 
1895, “Constantinople,” “Casa Braccio,” and 
“Adam Johnstone’s Son;” 1896, “Taquisara;” 

1897, “A Rose of Yesterday” and “Corleone;” 

1898, “Ave Roma Immortalis;” 1899, “Via 
Crucis;” 1900, “In the Palace of the King” 
“Southern Italy and Sicily,” and “The Rulers 
of the South;” 1901, “Marietta, a Maid .of 
Venice;” 1902, “Cecilia, a Story of Modern 
Rome;” 1903, “The Heart of Rome” and 
“Man Overboard;” 1904, “Whoever Shall Of¬ 
fend ;” 1905, “Fair Margaret, a Portrait” and 
“Salve Venetia;” 1906, “A Lady of Rome;” 
1907, “Arethusa,” and 1908, “The Prima- 
donna” and “The Diva’s Ruby.” At the time 
of his death two of his stories are appearing 
serially—“The White Sister” and “Stradella.” 
When his last illness overtook him Mr. Craw¬ 
ford was at work on a great historical work 
dealing with Italy in mediaeval times. That 
he might not be able to complete that work 
was one of his chief regrets while he lay ill. 
Mr. Crawford not only gathered a store of 
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knowledge of languages through his travels, 
he also made a deep study of many of them. 
He was proficient in Italian, Latin, Tuscan, 
Oscan, English, French, Sanskrit, German, 
Swedish, Spanish, Hindustani and Urdu. He 
also studied a number of arts and trades so 
closely as to become a recognized authority on 
them. His chief recreation was yachting, and 
he held a professional master’s certificate 
from the Association of American Ship Mas¬ 
ters and from the United States Marine 
Board. 

Algernon Charles Swinburne, the last of 
the Victorian poets died on April 10, at the 
Pines, Putney, a suburb of London. Swin¬ 
burne, a son of Admiral Charles Henry Swin¬ 
burne and Lady Jane Henrietta, daughter of 
George, third Earl of Ashburnham, was born 
in London, April 5, 1837. He entered as a 
commoner at Balliol College, Oxford, in 
1857, but left the University without taking a 
degree. He afterwards visited Florence and 
spent some time with Walter Savage Landor. 
His first productions, two plays, published 
in 1861, at his own expense, ‘The ‘Queen 
Mother” and “Rosamond,” attracted but little 
attention. They were followed by the fam¬ 
ous “Atalanta in Calydon,” in 1864, “Chaste- 
lard,” (for which Mary Queen of Scots 
furnished the inspiration,) in 1865, and 
“Poems and Ballads,” in 1866. The" latter 
work was censured without rhyme and reason 
and was subsequently withdrawn by the pub¬ 
lishers; but it was published in this country 
under the title of “Laus Veneris,” and was 
subsequently republished in England with the 
poet’s assent. It was about this time that the 
poet went to London to live and passed much 
time with William Morris, Theodore Watts- 
Dunton, Whistler, Burne-Jones and Rossetti, 
coming thus strongly under the influence of 
the pre-Raphaelite movement. The long 
struggle for liberty then going on in Italy also 
excited his intense sympathy, and “A Song 
of Italy” and “Songs Before Sunrise” were 
the results. The second of the Mary Stuart 
plays, “Bothwell,” he published in 1874, and 
the previously offended critics gave it a large 
measure of the approval they had withheld 
from many of his lyrics. In “Erectheus” there 
was exhibited much of the Greek spirit that 
had marked the earlier “Atalanta.” About 
this time he turned his attention to prose and 
published a critical study of Shakespeare, to¬ 
gether with an essay on William Blake. 
“Songs of Springtides” came next, followed 
by “Mary Stuart,” the third of the trilogy 
dealing with the unfortunate 'Queen of Scots. 
Ihere followed the long narrative poem 
called “Tristram of Lyoness,” “The Century 
of Roundels,” “A Midsummer Holiday,” a 
collection of ballads, a tragic poem of the 
Venice of the Middle Ages called “Marino 
Faliero” and another tragedy, “Locrine.” A 
number of prose works came late in the 
poet’s life, among them being a novel called 
“Love’s Cross Currents,” 1905, which did not 
excite much comment. “A Critical Essay, 
with a prefatory note,” appeared in 1906, and 
“The Duke of Gandia” in 1908. “Three Plays 


of Shakespeare” will be published immediate¬ 
ly by Harper & Brothers. His last years 
Swinburne passed at Putney, where he lived 1 
with the friend of his youth, the critic, Theo¬ 
dore Watts-Dunton. 

George Rice Carpenter, professor of En¬ 
glish and rhetoric in Columbia University 
since 1893, died April 8 at his home, 27 West 
56th Street, in New York City. He was born 
on the coast of Labrador, October 25, 1863, 
was graduated, from Harvard University in 
1886, studied in Berlin and Paris i886-’88, 
and came back to Harvard, where he was 
instructor from 1888 to 1890. From 1890 to 
1893 he was professor of English at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. When 
he took up his work at Columbia University, 
in 1893, he practically reorganized' the work 
in English composition throughout the uni¬ 
versity. His most important works were the 
“Life of Longfellow,” in the Beacon Biogra¬ 
phies; the “Life of Whittier.” in the Ameri¬ 
can Men• of Letters series , and the “Life of 
Walt Whitman,” in the English Men of 
Letters series , which had just been finished. 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Office of The Publishers’ Weekly 
has now ready the fourth and concluding 
part of R. R. Bowker’s bibliography of “State 
publications.”* The first endeavor to cata¬ 
logue systematically the official issues of the j 
several States of the Union was, so far as is 
known, Mr. Bowker’s list of “State Publica¬ 
tions,” given in the Appendix of the “American 
Catalogue,” 1884-1890. Mr. Bowker’s plan was 
to do for the several States a work which 
practically none of them had then done for 
themselves—a purely unselfish undertaking 
of which he has met personally the entire 
cost. Bibliographical education has made such 
great strides in the United States during the 
time Mr. Bowker’s great undertaking has been 
in progress that many libraries who will reap 
the benefit of it will almost doubt the diffi¬ 
culties that have been faced, battled with and 
overcome since its inception a quarter of a 
century ago. The carefully thought out pref¬ 
ace to the work gives an interesting and' 
instructive synopsis of its special field, the 
inevitable limitations made necessary by the

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many peculiar conditions of co-operation in 
the forty-eight States and Territories for which 
the originator had undertaken this courag¬ 
eous and plodding pioneer work, and dwells 
appreciatively upon the excellent work he 
has had done for him by the assistants, who 
were, like himself, animated to the end by the 
great desire to do as well as possible the work 
often so little appreciated by those who are to 
reap its special benefit. 

As the exhaustive title below shows, the 
arrangement of the volumes has been some¬ 
what arbitrary. The geographical rather than 
the historical system has been followed. 
There has been some criticism that the ar¬ 
rangement has not been alphabetical, but 
after much study the plan followed was found 
the only practical one. 

The work will be a great help to every li¬ 
brary in compiling its documents, and even 
collectors of Americana and foreign libraries 
will find many treasures within its covers. 
The work covers every publication that can 
be traced to any State, differing in this respect 
from Miss Adelaide R. Hasse’s “Index to 
Documents of the States of the United 
States.” whose great work confines itself to 
indexing only the economic material in State 
publications.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The title of the late Rev. Dr. Myron Eells’s 
posthumous book, to be brought out by^ The 
Alice Harriman Company, of Seattle, W ash., 
is “Marcus Whitman, Pathfinder and Pa¬ 
triot,” not “Patriot and Poet,” as given in our 
issue of April 3. 

The Century Company will publish on 
April 24 Alice Hegan Rice’s “Mr. Opp,” 
which has made many friends for itself while 
running as a serial in The Century. They 
will bring out on the same date a book of 
short stories of the stage, “Merely Players,” 
by Virginia Tracy, an actress and the daugh¬ 
ter of an actress. 

Carl N. Day, who has also done business 
under the names of Hamilton L. Crompton, 
Richard E. Stevens and Page, and who pre¬ 
tended to represent the Carlton Publishing 
Company, of Chicago, was arrested in New 
York City on April 8 for passing worthless 
checks. He attempted’ to swindle several 
New York publishing houses, but was dis¬ 
covered in time. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons announce a new 
printing of the stirring story “Henry of 
Navarre,” dealing with affairs in Paris on the 
eve of the marriage of Marguerite de Valois 
to Henry of Navarre, which was followed by 
the massacre on the night of St. Bartholo¬ 
mew’s. The author’s name of the story, 
which was first brought out anonymously, is 
given on the title-page as May Wynne. 

Owing to the delayed appearance of “The 
Shepherd Who Did Not Go to Bethlehem,” 
by S. Alice Ranlett, the publishers have de¬ 
cided to postpone the date of publication. 
The original plan was to issue this for the 
Easter trade, but as it is more notably a 
Christmas book, it has been decided to hold 
it over until the holiday months. It is a very 
attractive book and contains various short 
stories of the Holy Land and Knighthood. 

The recent wordy duel between Andrew 
Lang and Anatole France will attract attention 
to the announcement that Professor Charles 
Roessler has undertaken to publish by sub¬ 
scription “Jeanne d’Arc—Documentary Evi¬ 
dences of the Heroine and Christian Plealer.” 
His work, written in English, is based on in¬ 
vestigation of the original documents and is 
said to throw new light on her story. His 
address is No. 30 Rue Le Marois, Auteuil, 
Paris. 

W. B. Clarke, Boston, is soon to bring out 
a two-volume work entitled “Lynn in the 
Revolution,” compiled from notes gathered 
by the late PI. K. Sanderson, a famous collec¬ 
tor of autographs and stamps and formerly 
postmaster of the great shoe city. The book 
will contain sketches of four or five hundred 
Revolutionary worthies, together with mus¬ 
ters and payrolls, and it will incorporate the 
Hallowell memoranda, which are an interest¬ 
ing journal kept by a soldier. 

Fleming H. Revell Company have just 
ready a book that will interest ministers, choir 
directors and organists, entitled “Practical 
Church Music,” by Edmund S. Lorenz, editor 
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of The Choir Leader. The scope of the book 
will appear from the headings of its five 
parts: (1) The Minister’s Musical Prepara¬ 
tion; (2) The minister’s Hymnological Prep¬ 
aration; (3) Congregational Singing; (4) 
The Management of Church Choirs, and (5) 
Practical Applications of Church Music. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have just ready 
their first spring novel—“Lanier of the Cav¬ 
alry, or, a Week’s Arrest,” the latest army 
romance of General Charles King, the plot of 
which is laid at a frontier fort where witty 
women and brave men are snowed in. for 
months. The book has three full-page illus¬ 
trations by Frank McKernan. They have 
also added to their list a play—“The World’s 
Triumph”—in five acts, with a prologue and 
epilogue. The author, Louis James Block, is 
a well-known Chicago poet and educator. 

R. F. Fenno & Company have just ready 
“Th-e Light of the Stars,” by Hattie Donovan 
Bohannon, a quiet story of eastern Texas 
before it had felt the hum and throb of com¬ 
mercialism, the hero of which as a boy is 
pretematurallv old, while as a man he bubbles 
over with youthful enthusiasm. One of the 
characters, an old doctor, is a specially happy 
creation. A little later will come “A Drama 
in Sunshine,” by Horace A. Vachell, a 
story of Southern California, and of the effect 
of sudden wealth upon two hitherto simple 
lives and characters; also “The Relation of 
Healing to Law.” by Perley P. Wormer. 

The Tandy-Thomas Company have just 
issued “The Garden of Girls,” by Marian A. 
Hilton, telling the story of four young, affec¬ 
tionate girls who work hard to earn a living 
in New York City. They have in prepara¬ 
tion a fine edition of Bryant’s “Thanatopsis,” 
containing thirty full-page etchings, of which 
one-half are illustrations and the others con¬ 
tain the text, with pretty designs. Every 
plate is printed on silk tissue from intaglio 
copper plates. They also announce “My 
Country,” by Rev. Samuel Francis Smith, 
printed in the style of the ancient missals, 
each line given a full page illustration, set 
within an illuminated border and put out in 
French vellum boards. 

Brentano’s have just ready a little book 
entitled “Observations in Asia,” by Percy 
Stickney Grant. Mr. Grant, in the winter of 
1899-1900, was induced by the late Bishop 
Potter to accompany him as secretary of a 
Commission on the Relation of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church to our New Possessions,” 
in whose interest the Bishop intended to look 
up matters connected with his church in the 
Pacific and Asia. Mr. Grant and Bishop 
Potter both started from this country strong 
anti-imperialists, but a brief stay in Manila and 
the environs convinced them of the sound¬ 
ness of the government’s position. The book 
does not pretend to be authoritative, but sim¬ 
ply to give impressions of interesting voyages 
between ports on the Pacific and the Indian 
Ocean and note the observations made of the 
countries and people visited. 

A. N. Marquis & Co., Chicago, have 
brought out a volume entitled “Who’s Who 
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in New England: a biographical dictionary of 
leading living men and women of the States 
of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa¬ 
chusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut,” ed¬ 
ited by Albert Nelson Marquis. The volume 
contains biographical notes of nearly 10,000 
New Englanders “who to-day occupy places 
of distinctive creditability in the New Eng¬ 
land States,” prepared on the plan of this 
firm’s valuable reference book, “Who’s Who 
in America,” established in 1899, to which it 
serves as a useful supplement and companion. 
This will be better appreciated when it is 
known that 7000 of the personal sketches in 
the New England book are not contained in 
the national volume, and indebtedness is ac¬ 
knowledged for nearly 2500 sketches bor¬ 
rowed from “Who’s Who in America.” 

Last fall, when Hollis Godfrey wrote his 
novel “The Man Who Ended War,” not even, 
the author himself had an idea that the de¬ 
vice used by “the man” to “stop all war” had 
1 any reality outside of his imagination. “The 
man,” it will be remembered, destroyed all 
battleships by means of a certain electrical 
wave projected from a submarine. Now 
comes the wonderful prophecy of Dr. Gustav 
LeBon that within fifty years the use of 
Hertzian waves will render all war impos¬ 
sible. The Hertzian waves directed in parallel 
waves would penetrate the arsenals, case¬ 
mates, fortresses or powder magazines, de¬ 
stroying everything in their passage. This 
application of Hertzian waves is as yet im¬ 
possible, for in order to reflect these radia¬ 
tions, the length of whose waves varies from 
500 to 2000 yards, it would be necessary to 
employ parabolic mirrors 10,000 yards or more 
high. But the discovery of an apparatus for 
transmitting parallel waves can be made and 
war should then be rendered impossible. Dr. 
Le Bon adds: “I am convinced this is not 
mere fancy, and that our grandchildren will 
see its realization.” 

John Lane Company have just ready the 
fourth issue of “The International Stud'io 
Year Book of Decorative Art for 1909.” 
which will prove of value and assistance to 
all interested in the most recent developments 
in the decorative and applied arts. It forms 
a complete record of the best work being 
produced to-day and contains nearly 400- 
illustrations (eight in color) of interior deco¬ 
ration, fireplaces, furniture, mural painting, 
wall-papers, stained glass, wood'-carving, 
metal work, plaster work, bookbinding, 
leather work, illuminated manuscript, etc. 
The name and address of each designer, to¬ 
gether with particulars of his or her work, 
accompanies the illustrations. They have 
also just brought out, in two volumes, “The 
Love Letters of Thomas Carlyle and Jane 
Welsh,” edited by Alexander Carlyle, nephew 
of Thomas Carlyle, with numerous illustra¬ 
tions in black and white and two in color. 
This book contains the letters which passed 
between Carlyle and Miss Welsh, from the 
time of their first meeting, May, 1821, till the 
date of their marriage, October, 1826. These 
letters, 176 in number, are printed practically- 
in full, and are arranged chronologically im 
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the form of “letter and answer.” There are 
included about a score of poems by Carlyle 
and Miss Welsh and four articles. 

B. W. Huebsch has in preparation what 
promises to be a book of sterling value, and 
one of more than passing interest, not with¬ 
standing its title, “The Marvellous Year.” 
The author’s name is withheld, but it suffices 
to say that he is a genius for condensing in¬ 
formation in the most brilliant manner. The 
book deals with the year 1909, during which 
is celebrated the one-two-or three hundredth 
anniversaries of the birth or death of fourteen 
of the world’s great leaders in the fields of 
art, science, literature and statesmanship. 
The year as a whole deserves a fitting memo¬ 
rial and this book has been conceived with 
that purpose. There will be a specially drawn 
portrait of each subject and' a brief biograph¬ 
ical essay interpreting the meaning of each 
life for the people of our day. Edwin Mark¬ 
ham’s introduction is written with a view to 
unifying the message of these great ones 
and to showing the value of great lives for 
the attainment of a broad culture. The 
■essays are fresh studies, not of the cut-and- 
dried encyclopedia order. The writer takes 
the central theme of each life and exhibits 
the man in the light of the message which he 
brought to the worrld. Figuratively, these 
are great lives as seen through the artist’s 
red'ucing-glass. Gertrude Huebsch will con¬ 
tribute seme drawings to the volume. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. will publish early next 
•month a work on “The Romantic Movement 
in English Poetry,” by Arthur Symonds. 
This is not, as the title suggests, an account 
of the conscious action of a large number of 
minds, but rather a series of careful individ¬ 
ual appraisements of the personality and 
poetry of all the verse-writers born within the 
period bounded on the one side by 1720 and 
on the other by 1800. The reason for these 
particular limits is, as the author explains, 
“that in 1720 John Home first saw the light, 
and it is in his lines we get the first symp¬ 
toms of a reaction from the glittering for¬ 
malism of Pope and his imitators, and a sug¬ 
gestion of return to a Shakespearean idea and 
feeling in poetry.” The year 1800 forms a 
convenient boundary on the far side—for it 
admits of the inclusion of Wordsworth, 
Keats, Byron and Shelley and their contem¬ 
poraries, while excluding the Brownings, 
Tennyson, and the other distinctly nineteenth 
century poets. Within this period Mr. Sy¬ 
monds makes no choice; he notices—if only 
in a few lines—each name that has been in¬ 
scribed on the roll of poets, and if he con¬ 
siders any to be there under false pretences 
he shows no hesitation in saying so, for he is 
concerned with nothing but the essentially 
poetic in what the poets have left behind 
them. 

Houghton Mifflin Company publish to¬ 
day “Dragon’s Blood,” a tale of adventure, 
danger and love in China during a native up¬ 
rising, by Henry Milner Rideout, author of 
“The Siamese Cat”; “A Lincoln Conscript,” 
by Homer Greene, the prominent Pennsyl¬ 
vania lawyer, who lays his scene in Pennsyl¬ 


vania at the time of the battle of Gettsys- 
burg; “The Great Divide,” the play by Will¬ 
iam Vaughn Moody that for the past three - 
years has been such a brilliant success on 
the stage; Francis Grierson’s eagerly awaited 
“The Valley of Shadows—Recollections of 
Lincoln’s Country, 1858-1863,” giving an au¬ 
tobiographical account of the most interesting 
period of United States history in Illinois 
and Missouri; “Human Nature in Politics,” 
by Graham Wallas, both a practical politician 
and' a psychologist who has a touch of whim* 
sical humor that is very attractive; “Letters 
and Memorials of Wendell Phillips Garrison, 
literary editor of the Nation, 1865-1906,” ad¬ 
mirably edited and containing a fine photo¬ 
gravure portrait: and “The Story of the New 
Netherlands,” by William Elliot Griffis, fully 
illustrated with reproductions of old prints 
and other pictures of historical interest. A 
monumental contribution to the history of 
printing and engraving is “Geoffrey Tory,” by 
Auguste Bernard, translated by George G. 
Ives and printed on English handmade paper 
in the perfect workmanship of the Riverside 
Press, sewed by hand and encased in covers 
of paper boards stamped in gold'. The pub¬ 
lishers call special attention to a new series 
of educational books to be known as the 
Riverside Educational Monographs, which 
will be under the editorial direction of Dr. 
Suzzallo, professor of the Philosophy of 
Education in Teachers’ College, Columbia 
University, New York City. Only vital con- 
tiibutions to educational thoughts will find 
a place in this series.
